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The following information on Subject, KODAMA loshio, has been excerpted ver- 
batim from the above referenced document. 

3 . SAKATA Sadasasa 

a. SAKATA, 0KADA*s deputy in the MATSJJ Kikan, operated extensively in Shang- 
hai during the war years always as a civilian. He came from a very refined and 
well-to-do family in Japan, and was considered by the Japanese in Shanghai at first 
(c. 1940) to be very sincere as well as competent . SAKATA r s association with 
KQDAMA with well-known Japanese gangsters, an£ with various Chinese of the 

Shanghai underworld only gradually became known and the venality and dishonesty of 
SAKATA only gradually recognised. By that time he was too powerful to eliminate or 
release. Nevertheless, it must be admitted that SAKATA had a genuine talent for 
clandestine operations of all sorts, although he was really too indolent and disin- 
terested to worry about producing good intelligence information. Although the gree<J 
displayed in his economic operations often hindered the real purpose of his politi- 
cal operations against the Chinese in Shanghai, nevertheless, in some cases, his 
economic blackmail methods and involvement of Shanghai Chinese business interests 
served to insure to some extent the loyalty of these personages to the Japanese re- 
gime by making it commercially profitable to all concerned as well as to himself . 
There can be no doubt in the mind of -anyone who knew very much at all of his oper- 
ations that SAKATA thoroughly understood the principles of control, however unscru- 
pulously and avariciously he might have used them. 



10. KODAMA foshio 

a. KODAMA Xoshio*s value as an intelligence operative is virtually nil . He i^ 
a professional liar, gangster, charlatan, and outright thief. His main objective 
throughout all his career was to get wealth and personal power for himself, regard- 
less of consequences & his country. He currently enjoys the dubious confidence of 
certain Foreign Office diplomats along with the former Communist HABEIAMA SadachikaJ 
and also the trust of ARISUE Seizo, who is using KODAMA* s present "Kikan" supposed- 
ly to gather intelligence . The truth is that KODAMA is completely incapable of 
intelligence operations, and has no interest in anything but the profits. Even 
other information brokers are amazed at the boldness of KODAMA* s boasts and fabrica-| 
tions of information. Anything coming from KODAMA can be virtually discounted as 
false, or at least misleading. The Japanese government had the same experience vitd 
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KDDAMA Id the past. KDDAMA is an expert on smuggling, hijacking, and black market 
operations. He is a distinct menace, and because of hia manipulations of the Jap- 
anese underworld, is widely feared and his favor is sought by weak men in high posi- 
tions. 



b. The fact remains, however, that KDDAMA is really a person with no courage. 

As an anecdote to prove that, KDDAMA' s threat at one tin* to kill Source is a good 
example. In 1939 f it is believed, Source met KODAMA through TSUJI Masanobu, then on 
duty in South China, who was temporarily quite "sold" on KDDAMA' s slick-talking des- 
cription of his own ability and that of his "kikan". Source told TSOJI what he knew 
of KODAMA at Shanghai and said that KDDAMA was next to worthless. They met. KDDAMA 
politely listened to Source's expressed opinions against the war with China being con- 
tinued, which were of course P&n-Asian. KDDAMA listened with rapt attention, and was 
apparently overcome by the logic. He begged to be permitted to work for Source, "for 
life.” Source deferred. Shortly after that. Source had occasion to write a very un- 
favorable report on some of the nefarious activities of the KDDAMA group. When KDDAMA, 
then at Nanking, heard of this, he first tried to make Source appear as a traitor for 
supporting Pan-Asian views against the Government's war policy and charged him with 
collusion with Lt. General ISHIHARA Kanji's DAI TOA REMMEI. These charges were ground- 
less, and Source's opinions against the China War were well known anyway. That fail- 
ing, KDDAMA threatened several times to kill Source as soon as he returned to Shanghai. 
Source's friends, knowing KODAMA* s underworld connections were great, called Source 
from Nanking to advise him to "take a vacation in Japan" for a while. Source laugh- 
ingly refused. KDDAMA returned to Shanghai, preceded by a messenger-friend of Source's 
warning him of it. Source waited watchfully. KDDAMA several weeks later sent Source 
a book he had written and asked him to comment on KDDAMA' 8 opinions in it a n d asked 
if they might meet again. Source sent back a thinly veiled warning that KODAMA had 
better not try any rough tactics, but obliged by briefly scanning and commenting on 
KDDAMA* a manuscript. KDDAMA did not press the question of an interview, and whenever 
they met after that, was completely docile and almost fawningly polite to Source. ' In 
other words. Source's feeling is that although KDDAMA is admittedly a very dangerous 
man, it proper controls or even a show of strength are applied, because he lacks any 
reel courage, he becomes ineffective.
